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LET’S PLUG UP THE RAT HOLE 


HE railroads installed 36,842,000 new crossties in their tracks Jast year. These 
ties cast an average of $2.57 cach, or a total of $94,669,000. Yet, great as was 
that expense, it was $25,300,000 less than the amount which the railroads had to 
pay to shippers and receivers of freight last year in settlement of loss and damage 
claims. 
The railroads had to perform about 9,000,000,000 ton-miles of freight service in 
order to earn enough money to pay these loss and damage claims last year. 
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These striking facts lend dramatic emphasis to the importance attached to the 
campaign which will be launched throughout the country in April to reduce as 
far as possible this costly and unnecessary drain upon railway earnings. 

Sponsored hy the National Association of Shippers Advisory Boards and the 
35,000 members of the thirteen regional Shippers Advisory Boards, in cooperation 
with the railroads, the campaign will be continued without let-up for the balance 
of the year. Efforts will be directed especially toward the elimination of practices 
which most frequently cause loss of and damage to freight. 

Shippers and receivers of freight, as well as the railroads and their employes, 
will renew their efforts to cut loss and damage claims to the lowest possible point 
by exercising greater ‘care in loading and unloading as well as handling freight 
in transit,

Annual Report Shows Revenue Decline 


(The following is President A. T. Mercier’s message to 
Southern Pacific's 48,563 stockholders, prefacing our Annual 
Report for 1949, Fer other information contained in the 
Annual Report, see pages 4-5—Enrrox.) 


AS in the case of business generally, the railroad industry 
experienced a moderate decline in 1949, 

Southern Pacific’s freight traffic, measured by ton-miles, 
dropped 10.7% compared with the postwar high of 1948, 
Passenger-miles declined 14.7%. But both freight and pas- 
senger business remained at a high level in relation to pre- 
war volume, and the Company's prospects were enhanced 
by the continued, spectacular growth in the territory it 
serves. The population gain since 1940 in the eight western 
and southwestern states traversed by System Lines is 34%, 
which compares with a gain of 9.5% in the other 40 states. 

Operating costs in 1949 were affected by increased wage 
rates for all employes and by the 40-hour work week es- 
tablished on September 1, 1949, for the nonoperating em- 
ployes, Extremely severe weather in the West North Ceniral, 
Mountain, and Pacific states seriously affected earnings in 
the early months of the year. 

Freight rate increases provided a measure of relief, and 
substantial savings resulted from the practice of strict 
economy, the increased use of Diesel power and reductions 
in the price of fuel oil. 

The net railway operating income was equivalent to a 
return of 2.8% on the net investment in properties devoted 
to transportation service. This compares with a return of 
3.6% in 1948. 

Southern Pacific Transportation System and Solely Con- 
trolled Affiliates had a consolidated net income for 1949 
of $32,675,618, equivalent to $8.66 a share of Southern Pa- 
cific Company’s outstanding capital stock, or $2.94 a share 
less than was earned in 1948. 

Southern Pacific went ahead aggressively with its efforts 
to improve efficiency by furthering its program for dieseliza- 
tion of motive power, purchases of new freight and passenger 
cars, and mechanization of many transportation, maintenance 
and office operations. 

Expenditures for purchase and construction of new rolling 
stock comprised more than 85% of the $99,694,488 invested 


in 1949 in improvements to the System’s transportation plant. 

During the year, 135 new Diescl locomotives, 6,017 freight 
cars, 80 cabooses and 6] passenger-train cats were acquired. 
On order at the end of the year were 60 Diesels, 1,135 freight 
cars and 119 passenger-train cars, Acquisition of 3,100 ad- 
ditional freight cars was authorized. 

New passenger-train equipment received included the cars 
for the long-awaited Shasta Daylight streamliners. This pair 
of new trains in the San Francisco-Portland service won 
immediate popularity with the traveling public. 

Proposals in 1949 for repeal of the Federal excise tax of 
15% on rail, bus, and airline tickets and 3% on freight 
shipments, enacted as a wartime measure, had widespread 
public support but did not reach a vote in Congress. This 
tax, a deterrent to travel and a burden upon shippers, is 
especially onerous in the West and Southwest because of 
the above-average length of passenger trips and freight 
movements in these areas. It should be repealed. 


Diversion of freight and passengers from the the rails 
to subsidized or inadequately competitive transport continues 
to be a matter of major concern to railroad managements. 
Southern Pacific is meeting with some success in its efforts 
io solve this complex problem. 

The large-capacity trucks and trailers are not required 
to bear a fair share of highway costs, according to studies 
by highway authorities. Thus, they are subsidized largely 
by other users of the public roads. At the same time, many 
thousands of for-hire truckers operate wholly or partly 
exempt from Federal or state regulation of their rates and 
services under existing laws. 

The airlines enjoy public help in many forms, either 
directly through governmental air mail payments which 
vary according to financial straits of the air carriers, or 
through the provision by government—Federal, state and 
local—of airport and other facilities for the use of com- 
mercial airlines, 

Under fair competitive conditions, the railroads are fully 
capable of holding their place as the nation’s greatest means 
of mass transportation. It is hoped that the pending in- 
quiry by Congress into all phases of transportation will 
result in removing the inequities that now handicap the 
railroads.

| "Cougratulations Ou a Good Gob” 


DHE year 1949 was the best accident-prevention year in Southern Pacific's 

history. It ended with an 8.5% decrease in the ratio of injuries per million 
man-hours compared with 1948. All who made this splendid record possible 
are to be heartily congratulated on a good job well done. 

While such statistics are eminently satisfying they beeome much more s0 
when we consider what they mean to Southern Pacific men and women rep- 
resented by these “ratios” and millions of “man-hours.” In terms of 
ourselves and our fellow employes, then, our ratio of 6.53 for the year 1949 
means that 244 fewer men and women suffered injury or death than in 1948! 
Presented in such terms, it is at once apparent how really important our 
accomplishment is. And it is-in the terms of human values that I would 
always have our statistics examined. 

It is true that a railroad is a complex system of tracks, cars, locomotives 
and other facilities, but it is held together and operated by the trained and 
willing sinews and brains of its employes. In the recent past, as our history 
proves, the members of the Southern Pacific family have met almost super- 
human demands. Now there is a new challenge: greater reduction of 
personal injuries. 

The Nation’s railroads have set a goal of a 15% reduction in frequency 
of accidents and casualties to employes for the year 1950. 

T have Witle doubt that we of Southern Pacific can even exceed this 
goal, for 1 know that this new challenge, like every other in our history, 
will be met with the determined and united effort of every man and woman 
on our railroad.

GINCE 1923 the “smithies” at the 
Ogden blacksmith shop have worked 
without a reportable accident. This 
outstanding safety achievement recently 
was lauded by the Salt Lake Deseret 
News, which observed: “The record is 
remarkable because of the huge forging 
machinery used in the department. One 
piece of equipment is capable of strik- 
ing a blow of 3300 pounds. The prod- 
ucts forged in the shop range in size 
from a horseshoe to an equalizer bar 
weighing better than a ton. 

“Lead workman of the crew is John 
H. Handley. He has worked for the 
company since 1908. Others have al- 
most as much service. Roy, Stanger 
started in 1912, as did Dave Neville.” 


1430 New Locomotives were in- 
stalled in service by Class I railroads in 
the first nine months of 1949, the largest 
number for any corresponding period in 
26 years, 


OPERATING RESULTS 


‘OR the two months ended Febru- 

ary 28, 1950, Railway Operating Rev- 
enues of Southern Pacific Transporta- 
tion System amounted to $75,900,299 or 
$3,273,324 less than the revenues for 
the same period of 1949, 

During the same period, Railway Op- 
erating Expenses were $63,824,131 or 
$6,141,010 less than the expenses for 
the same 1949 period. 

Railway tax accruals, including $3,- 
488,169 for Federal taxes, and $3,279,- 
731 for other taxes, totaled $6,767,900 
or $922,402 more than such accruals for 
the same period of 1949, After deduct- 
ing taxes and $2,481,824 of net rentals 
for use of equipment and joint facili- 
ties, there was left Net Railway Operat- 
ing Income of $2,826,444 or $1,516,977 


more than Net Railway Operating In- 
come for the same period of 1949. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come and Other Income, consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in the 
hands of the public, and other fixed 
charges, before final Net Income is de- 
termined. For the two months ended 
February 28, final result was a net in- 
come of $2,064,641. This was $3,369,028 
more than the net earnings for the same 
period of 1949. 


More New Diesels, 
New Freight Cars 


LACEMENT of orders for another 

$17,500,000 worth of new diesel Joco- 
motives was announced in March. An 
order for 3100 new freight cars also was 
recently announced, 

With these orders, our postwar equip- 
ment program for new engines and cars 
totals more than $275,000,000. 

The latest locomotive order is for 36, 
of which 24 will be of 6000 horsepower 
each, and 12 of 1500 horsepower. Of 
the 24, 22 will be built by Electro- 
Motive Division of General Motors Corp. 
for freight service, and twe hy Ameri- 
can Locomotive Company for passen- 
ger service. The twelve 1500-horsc- 
power engines will be built by Bald- 
win for freight service, 

Deliveries are scheduled to start in 
July and be completed by the end of 
the year. With completion of this pur- 
chase, we will become one of the few 
railroads with more than one million 
horsepower of diesel locomotives. 

Included in the order for 3100 freight 
cars are two thousand 50-ton boxcars, 
one thousand 50-ton automobile cars and 
one hundred 70-ton drop-end gondolas. 
Deliveries are scheduled to begin this 
spring and be completed by the end 
of the year. They will raise to 23,630 
the total new postwar freight cars we 
have acquired, besides half ownership 
in 8000 new PFE refrigerator cars. 

Other postwar purchases include 185 
passenger train cars, of which 66 are 
in service and the rest scheduled for 
delivery before the end of August.

E it Spring or any other season, 

there’s the housekeeping budget to 
consider. That’s why it’s always good 
to read about some good-tasting dishes 
that can be done with pennics, yet taste 
like a million dollars, The three that 
follow are springy, zingy! 


CASSEROLE TRIUMPH 


For this you'll need 2 cups of mediuin- 
wide noodles (uncooked) ; 3 tablespoons 
butter or margarine; a No. 2 can (2% 
cups) sauerkraut; and 4 lb. sharp 
cheese, sliced or grated. First cook the 
noodles in plenty of boiling salted wa- 
ter; when barely tender, drain them, add 
the butter or margarine and stir them 
around until well coated. While noodles 
are cooking, open the can of sauerkraut, 
drain it, and spread about 4 of it in a 
shallow baking dish. Over this spread 
the buttery noodles, then scatter grated 
or sliced cheese over the noodles. Top 
with the rest of the kraut. Cover baking 
dish and bake in a moderate oven 
(350°) about 40 minutes. Makes 4 or 
5 good, hearty servings. And it’s de- 
licious! 


MOCK SEAFOOD SALAD 


To serve 4, buy 2 large or 5 or 6 small 
parsnips, Wash and scrape, then grind 
or grate the raw parsnips coarsely, Add 
3 tablespoons lemon juice, 1 cup sliced 
celery, 2 or 3 pickles, diced, and } or 2 
hard-cooked eggs, chopped. Stir in 
enough mayonnaise or thousand island 
dressing to moisten well. Add season- 
ings as needed. Serve in lettuce-lined 
bowl. Tastes like crab. 


A WAY WITH HAMBURGER 

To do hamburgers this way, get ground 
chuck or round with very little fat in it. 
Shape into small but thick patties, and 
brown them quickly on one side in a 
lightly greased skillet. When well 


browned, flop carefully, then with a 
spoon make « little depression in the 
top of that browned crust. Pour a Iit- 
tle Worcestershire sauce in cach depres- 
sion, season with salt and pepper, then 
let the bottom brown thoroughly. Lift 
patties carefully from the skillet so as 
not to drip out that good sauce; serve 
hot. Then wait for the compliments.

Next time you are in a mood for shift- 
ing the furniture, why not concentrate 
on your dining table? If it’s a small one, 
you may like to adapt the idea shown in 
the drawing below. Note that the table 
has been moved against a wall and a 
shelf hung above it for dishes. 

Incidentally, this drawing illustrates 
the new trend in furniture arrangement. 
Furniture is now grouped according to 
use. Every piece is set straight—no 
more chairs and tables placed “catty- 
corner.” Center of room is kept as free 
as possible of furniture, in order to make 
for the spacious feeling demanded in 
modern rooms. 


Still another basic idea is suggested 
by that hanging shelf for dishes. There's 
a definite trend right now toward using 
accessories on some of the walls of a 
room, rather than featuring pictures on 
every wall.
